DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's response, on July 9, 2008, to the Final Action on the Merits of this case 
mailed January 8, 2008, is acknowledged. It is acknowledged that Applicants have cancelled all 
prior pending claims, Claims 1 1-20, 30, 33, and 36-48, and added New Claims 49-70. Claims 
49-70 are pending and are hereby considered. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to Applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .312.

Claims 

Cancel Claims 53-59 and 64-70. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Lauren Emr on August 11, 2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 49-52 and 60-63 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
All allowable claims, Claims 49-52 and 60-63, are limited to isolated B. spectabilis 
nucleic acid molecules encoding a protein comprising the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 9, 
wherein the protein has ribosome inactivating activity, as well as vectors and host cells 
comprising said nucleic acid molecules. The utility of the B. spectabilis protein comprising the 
polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 9, as having ribosome inactivating activity, is credible based on the 
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following. A protein having ribosome inactivating activity was purified from B. spectabilis and 
partially sequenced (Example 1-3; SEQ ID NO: 9). Based on said purification and sequencing, 
the skilled artisan would believe that, more likely than not, the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 9 is 
a fragment of a B. spectabilis protein having ribosome inactivating activity, which was 
demonstrated by Applicants subsequent publication (den Hartog et al, 2002; Fig 1, 4, & 5). 
Using information on the purified amino acid sequence, a B. spectabilis cDNA clone was 
isolated that encodes 60% of the full-length protein (Example 8; SEQ ID NO: 8). It would not 
have been undue experimentation to isolate a B. spectabilis cDNA clone encoding the full-length 
protein, wherein the full-length protein comprises SEQ ID NO: 9 and has ribosome inactivating 
activity.
